a. Overseas and operational support

b. Activities of OSSB also included 
presentation of a two-hour briefing to the 
Overseas Orientation Course that, covered 
residential security, personal protection, and 
security in the overseas environment and was 
attended by both staff employees and their 
25X1 spouses.
